allay excitement, 
Sheriff Farr seat back word that 
he would take hi- pri.^oner 10 Pu­ 
eblo. 
Instead, 
he 
drove 
to

Junta, only to find the whole town 
in 
arms. 
Wallace was 
dragged 
from the buggy and hauled through 
the streetSvUt the end of a long 
rope. 
In the public 
square 
the 
mob paused long enougn to cast 
the end of the rope over an electric 
f light pole. 
The end came quickly 
to the 
screaming wretch, whose 
body was filled with lead from re­ 
volvers. 
Mrs. Henrietta Miller, a gray- 
haired woman, aged 67, going from 
Los Angeles, Cal., to Denver to 
visit relatives, is the wcman who 
was assaulted. 
The 
crime took 
place 
in 
the 
Santa Fe railroad 
yards. 
A fter leaving the Chicago 
limited train Mrs. Miller asked the 
negro porter, whom she met on the 
station platform, where the Denver 
sleeper was. 
The man offered to conduct her 
to the car. 
A fter going with him 
a considerable distance, Mrs. Miller 
became suspicious and started to 
return 
to 
the station. 
She was 
then knocked down by a blow on 
the head, and, after a struggle with 
her assailant, was choked into in­ 
sensibility. 
W hen she 
regained 
consciousness, about an hour later, 
she crawled back to the station 
and gave an account of the as­ 
sault and a description of her as­ 
sailant.

Mr. Brant says it was a pic­ 
turesque rock, and added much to

One side resembled very 
much the head of a lion, while on 
the other side was a well-defined 
resemblance to the face of a man.

There is a tradition among the 
older people living in the neigh­ 
borhood that this rock was once 
worshipped by the Indians, who 
came there at certain times each 
year to hold their feasts and cele­ 
brations.

‘God Monitor,’

creek, and t!ie county of which it 
is 
the boundary, 
have 
acquired 
their nanies.”

Eight Hundred Men Quit Beeanse One 
Workman Was Discharged.

Taxed, 


MR. S* B, COOK’S F J G U R h S 


Secretary of State Fresents a Ccm- 
parative Statement oí Rail­ 
way Aisessmente. 


Secretary of State S. B. Cook 
has made public the following com­ 
parison of the records of Missouri 
with Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa and 
Illinois on railroad assessments by 
the state beards of equalization :

states. 
Many of our railway sys­ 
tems traverse all four of these great 
states. Missouri certainly has none 
the best of either in railroad de­

at the ho me o f his father, Walter 
Martin, No . 712 East Fo urteenth 
street, with a bullet ho le thro ugh 
his head. 
The bo y s o f the neighbo rho o d in 
which the sho o ting o ccurred hav e 
been v ery much e^^cited by the 
Jesse James sho w which appeared 
here recently , and sev eral o f them 
hav e since then been carry ing re­ 
v o lv ers, unbekno wn to their par­ 
ents. 
Sunday mo rning a cro wd o f bo y s 
were play ing, and y o ung Allen 
was the desperate ro bber. 
Martin 
was the sleuth, and in the co urse 
o f tbe perfo rmance 
tho ught he 
wo uld win fame and reno wn by 
gathering in the no to rio us Jesse 
James. 
When he went after James,ho w­ 
ev er, the bandit pulled his rev o lv er, 
po inting it at Martin, and pulled 
the trigger. 
Alien say s that he tho ught that 
the cartridges had been withdrawn 
fro m the weapo n, but they had no t. 
The bullet struck Martin in the 
right temple, and ranged slightly 
do wnward, co ming o ut o n the left 
side. 
It was o f a 3 8 -calibre, and 
was fo und later in a pile o f ro cks. 
Martin was assisted to his ho me 
a few blo cks away and Dr. E. C. 
Ev ans was called.

by Treasurer Williams as custo­ 
dian, pending litigation instituted 
by Attorney General Crow , Mr. 
R ip p ey said : 
“ The recent action of the su­ 
preme court of the United States, 
dismissing the appeal for want of 
jurisdiction, has no bearing on the 
merits of the case, and does 
not 
effect the final disposition of the 
$5,700 in controversy. 
“ The only question before the 
supreme court, as I understand it, 
was 
as 
to 
the 
right 
of 
Judge 
Zachritz, of St. Louis, to issue his 
restraining order of Sept. 3d, 1901, 
which was prohibited by a 
writ 
issued by one of the Missouri su­ 
preme court judges on the 6th of 
September following. 
“ The supreme court of the U ni­ 
ted States, following the decision 
of the Missouri supreme court, ren­ 
dered at the October term, decides 
that Judge Zachritz had authority 
to issue the restraiuing order, and 
that no point is at issue involving 
a constitutional question, and dis­ 
misses the case for want of jurisdic­ 
tion. 
“ If further action is taken in the 
case, the Delmar Jockey club, of 
St. Louis, will file its answer in 
the lower court, alleging, among 
other things, that the licenses were 
regularly issued, by parties fully 
authorized by Auditor Allen, and 
that they were paid for by a de­ 
posit 
previously made 
with 
the 
state treasurer. 
“ Attorney General 
Crow will 
claim that the licensis were sur­ 
reptitiously obtained, and were is­ 
sued without his advice or consent 
and contrary to the provisions of 
the statutes. 
“ Evidence will 
determine

facts, and judgment will tnen be 
rendered on the merits of the case. 
“ However, if the $5,700 is not 
deposited 
to 
the credit 
of 
the 
breeders’ fund, it will probably not 
affect State Fair resources for this 
season. 
There will be 180 days’ 
racing in St. Louis, and Auditor 
A llen has signified his intention to 
issue licenses for these races to all 
who may apply and who possess 
the proper qualifications.

A ioun d the tubur bs of Scotts- 
ville, K y ,, dr essed as an or dinar y 
far m labor er and per for ming the 
duties entailed by the owner ship of 
a far m of r idge land, may be seen 
a man who has, per haps, aiiained 
as much unenviable notofieiv as 
any other man in the btate of K e n ­ 
tucky. 
His name is Tom Hunt, and the 
mer e mention of it r ecalls the fa­ 
mous 
Mammoth Cave stage r ob­ 
ber y, and the subsequent ar r est, 
tr ial, conviction and 
par don 
of 
Hunt for a cr ime with which he 
had no connection. 
His unfor tu­ 
nate r esemblance to Jesse James, 
the Missour i bandit, however , came 
near costing him a ter m in the pen­ 
itentiar y. 
A t the tr ial, which was conducted 
at Glasgow, thr ee of the passenger s 
on 
the ill-fated 
stage positively 
identified Hunt as the spokesman 
of the gang who held up and r obbed 
them, and conviction was inevi­ 
table. 
Hunt might have thr own a flood 
of 
light 
on 
the subject had he 
chosen to pr ove his wher eabouts on 
the day of the r obber y, yet he r e­ 
mained sullen and quiet, except to 
pr onounce as a “ 
lie” 
the iden­ 
tification as testified to by the thr ee 
witnesses. 
W hen 
the 
lamented 
Judge 
Roundtr ee, one of the r obbed pas­ 
senger s, was placed on the stand, 
he was possessed of a differ ent mind 
to that held by his fellow passen­ 
ger s in r egar d to the guilt of the 
man on tr ial, and fur ther than to 
say that “ 
he bear s a str iking r e­ 
semblance to the leader of the gang, 
but if he is the man then my faith 
in 
my own 
r ecollection 
is 
ver y 
much shaken,” 
he would not go. 
However , the evidence was con­ 
clusive to the mind of the jur y, and 
a ter m 
in 
the 
penitentiar y was 
given Hunt. 
Befor e being car r ied 
fr om the Glasgow jail to the peni­ 
tentiar y at 
Fr ankfor t, Bob For d 
assassinated Jesse James in Mis- 
Scur i, and on the bandit’s per son 
wer e found the watch which had 
been taken fr om Judge Roundtr ee, 
and other indisputable evidence of 
tbe guilt of James and the inno­ 
cence of Hunt, 
A t about the same time one of 
the James gang, then confined in 
the Stillwater , Minn., penitentiar y, 
made a confession of the Mammoth 
Cave stage r obber y, 
and 
r ecited 
wher e some of the 
jewelr y had 
been hidden. 
A n 
investigation r evealed 
the 
cor r ectness of the convict’s stor y, 
and Judge Roundtr ee made histe 
10 make 
amends 
for 
the wr ong 
which the Bar r en county cour t had 
done an innocent man by going to 
Fr ankfor t and secur ing fr om the 
gover nor an unconditional par don 
for Hunt. 
W her e Hunt was on the day of 
the r obber y was as much of a mys­ 
ter y today as it was on the day of 
his conviction. Since be has stead­ 
fastly r efused to par ticular ize his 
wher eabouts, but the supposition 
obtains that he had his own r easons 
for not wanting his wher eabouts or 
his acts on the day in question 
known, and knowing his innocence 
of the cr ime with which he was 
char ged, pr efer r ed to r emain sdent 
and 
be convicted, tr usting 
that 
some futur e act of those who com­ 
mitted the stage r obber y 
would 
ser ve to liber ate him. 
The pictur e of the dead bandit so 
closely r esembles that of Hunt that 
no visible 
differ ence can be de­ 
tected, and on tvio occasions Hunt 
has been for ced to submit to ar r est 
by Missour i officer s who mistook 
him for Jesse James.

Cases in This State.

The citizens of Sweet Spr ings 
ar e much excited over the ar tesian 
well and the pr ospect of far ther de­ 
velopments as the dr ill goes down, 
and the Sweet Spr ings Mining and 
Pr ospecting Co., which is doing 
the wor k, feel gr eatly encour aged. 
The company was or ganized and 
the wor k of dr illing commenced 
last fall, but little 
pr ogr ess was 
made until the last few weeks. 
A t the depth of 315 feet water 
was found, which at 335 feet r ose 
to the top of the tubing and began 
to flow in lar ge str eams. 
Fr om that until the dr ill r eached 
a depth of 500 feet the flow in- 
cieased, and is now 
dischar ging

Swindled Him Oat f i'$5 8 0 With 
Greatest Ease, 


FLED WITH YOUNH GIKL. 


Arrested at DenisoD, Tex as, and Will 
Be Betu rned to Kansas City 
for Prosecu tion. 


“ Prof.” Goodwin, the clairv oy ­ 
ant who defrau ded William Soder- 
stru m, of Kansas City , of $5 8 0 
last week , has been arrested in 
Denison, Tex ., say s the Kansas 
City Star. 
With Goodwin is another mao, 
su pposed to be an accomplice, and 
three y ou ng women. 
One of the 
women iz a Kansas City girl who 
accompanied Goodwin 
and 
the 
other man when they fled from this 
city last week . 
She told the Den­ 
ison police that her name was Ger­ 
tru de Hardy and that her relativ es 
were respectable people 
in this 
city . 
Miss Hardy told a pathetic storv . 
She said she was hy pnotized by J. 
Van Fossen, which is su ppose! to 
be the alias giv en by Goodwin, 
and that she went to Denisan with 
him from Kansas City withou t be­ 
ing aware of what she was doing. 
After his arrest by the Denison 
police Van Fossen wrote a letter to 
Miss Hardy say ing that he lov ed 
her and that ev ery thing wou ld tu rn 
ou t all right. 
The Kansas City police receiv ed 
a “ tip” that Goodwin was in Den­ 
ison and sent Thomas McAniny , 
city detectiv e, to that city last 
Tu esiay . 
McAnany fou nd J. W. 
Van Fossen, Henry Dodd and the 
three women, one of them Dodd’s 
sister, and another, the Hardy girl, 
at 317 West Crawford street in 
Denison. 
The men were adv ertising as 
clairv oy ants and hy pnotists. 
In 
Van Fossen Detectiv e McAoany 
recognized “ Prof.” Goodwin. The 
men were 
arrested 
last 
night 
and the women were placed u nder 
su rv eillance. 
Detectiv e McAnany telegraphed 
for requ isition papers last night 
preparatory to bringing the men 
back to Kansas City . 
No large 
amou nt of money was fou nd on 
any of the prisoners. 
William Soderstru m, who was 
fleeced ou t of $5 8 0 by Goodwin, is 
a tailor, and liv es at 217 West 
Eighteenth street. 
Goodwin told 
Soderstru m that there was a big 
treasu re bu ried in the latter’s back 
y ard, and that to find it, it was 
necessary for the tailor to draw his
